Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

During  1946  a  further  264  children  were  immunised  against  diphtheria  under  the  Council’s  scheme, 
compared  with  376  children  in  1945.  232  were  children  under  the  age  of  five  years.  In  all 

2,412  children  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years  have  been  immunised  out  of  an  estimated  child 
population  of  3,350,  giving  an  immunisation  percentage  of  72.  Two  cases  of  diphtheria  were 
notified  during  the  year,  one  faucial  diphtheria  and  the  other  nasal  ;  neither  of  these  patients 
had  been  immunised.

GENERAL. 


SUPPLIES. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Parish  of  Horning,  the  water  supply  for  the  area  has  been  satisfactory. 

(a)  Quality — The  existence  of  numbers  of  shallow  wells  liable  to  pollution  in  various  \*ays  must 
cause  anxiety,  and  a  piped  supply  to  the  larger  parishes  is  desirable. 

At  Horning  the  Council  has  agreed  with  the  Norwich  Corporation  for  an  extension  of 
their  service  mains  from  Hoveton,  and  in  view  of  the  need  and  the  number  of  complaints 
1  have  received,  this  supply  is  urgently  required  and  should  receive  priority. 

(b)  Quantity — The  quantity  has  been  ample  during  the  year. 

(ii)  The  Parish  of  Hoveton  is  supplied  by  the  Norwich  Corporation,  and  reports  received  show 
the  supply  to  be  of  good  quality,  and  fit  for  all  domestic  purposes.  I  am  pleased  to  state 
that  several  new  connections  have  been  made  to  these  mains. 

Unfortunately  the  position  with  regard  to  water-supply  to  the  Council’s  own  houses  in  Hoveton 
remains  unchanged  ;  although  a  mains  supply  has  been  available  for  over  eight  years,  tenants 
of  these  houses  still  have  to  carry  their  water  from  communal  wells.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
in  1947  a  main  water  supply  is  to  be  made  available  in  Horning  as  well  as  Hoveton,  I 
respectfully  suggest  that  the  Council  should  seriously  reconsider  the  question  of  piped  water 
supply  to  Council  Houses  where  such  supply  is  ready  to  hand.  The  present  position  appears 
to  me  quite  indefensible,  and  I  cannot  see  the  object  in  proceeding  with  further  water-supply 
schemes  if  the  water  is  to  be  denied  to  the  Council’s  own  tenants.

The  Stalham  Water  Supply  Scheme  continues  to  give  complete  satisfaction,  and  no  complaints 
have  been  received.  The  Public  Analyst  reports  that  the  supply  is  of  excellent  quality,  and 
quite  suitable  for  drinking  and  all  the  purposes  of  a  public  supply.

Note — In  accordance  with  circular  64/44  the  Council  has  proceeded  to  undertake  a  complete  survey  of 
the  housing  conditions  in  this  rural  district,  and  to  date  a  total  of  798  cottages  have  been  surveyed 
and  recorded.  A  qualified  additional  sanitary  Inspector  was  appointed  to  undertake  this  and  other 
duties.  The  number  of  dwelling-houses  found  to  be  in  a  state  so  dangerous  or  injurious  to  health 
as  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation,  given  under  1  (3)  is  alarming,  and  shows  that  this  survey  was 
very  badly  needed. 

Concerning  2,  Remedy  of  defects  without  service  of  Formal  Notices  and  3,  Action  under  Statutory 
Powers  during  the  year,  many  of  the  dwelling-houses  in  question  were  surveyed  late  in  the  year,  and 
after  being  recorded  could  not  be  dealt  with  by  notice  or  otherwise  in  the  year.  Again  although 
in  many  cases  the  owners  were  contacted  and  given  particulars  of  the  Classification  of  their 
properties,  it  was  found  that  licences  could  not  be  granted  for  certain  types  of  work  which  was 
considered  “non-essential”  at  the  present  time.  Certain  owners  caused  delay  by  refusing  to  apply 
for  the  necessary  licences,  or  making  incomplete  applications, 

The  Housing  survey  is  providing  us  with  valuable  information  for  future  use;  but  at  the  present 
moment  we  are  faced  with  the  paradoxical  situation  that  the  instructions  of  one  Government 
Department  (the  Ministry  of  Health)  are  directly  negatived  by  the  prohibitions  of  other  Goverment 
Departments  (e.g.  the  Ministry  of  Supply).  It  is  quite  useless  for  us  to  call  upon  landlords  to 
carry  out  repairs  to  property  when  they  are  expressly  forbidden  to  purchase  the  necessary 
materials.  In  my  opinion  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  set  up  a  standard  of  rural  housing  which, 
while  praiseworthy  in  itself,  is  so  far  removed  from  existing  rural  housing  conditions  as  to  be 
quite  unattainable  in  the  present  difficult  supply  position. 

It  should  be  noted  that  in  addition  to  the  survey  for  housing  defects  we  are  again  measuring  each 
dwelling  for  “  permitted  number,”  as  previously  the  work  was  carried  out  by  unqualified  persons 
and  mistakes  were  made.

These  nuisances  were  all  investigated  and  reported  to  the  Council,  and  appropriate  action 
taken  to  abate. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  Council  has  Schemes  in  force  in  the  parishes  of  Hoveton  and  Stalham  for  the  collection  of 
nightsoil  and  house  refuse,  and  this  work  is  carried  out  by  private  contractors,  the  Council  providing 
the  necessary  vehicles.  These  schemes  have  not  given  reasonable  satisfaction  in  recent  years,  and 
the  Council  has  decided  that  as  and  from  1st  January  1947  the  work  is  to  be  carried  out  by  a 
direct  labour  staff.  A  cesspool  emptying  machine,  capable  of  also  collecting  nightsoil,  and  two 
house  collecting  vehicles,  have  been  purchased  by  the  Council,  and  have  been  delivered  by  the 
manufacturers. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Concerning  the  Parish  of  Stalham,  the  Minister  of  Health  held  a  local  inquiry  into  the  Council’s 
scheme  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  this  parish  on  the  26th  November,  1946.  At  this 
inquiry  it  was  agreed  that  the  scheme  was  badly  needed,  but  the  usual  objections  were  raised  to 
the  disposal  site,  and  an  alternative  site  has  since  been  selected  and  agreed  on.  The  owner  of  the 
site  also  agrees  to  its  use  for  the  proposed  purpose,  so  there  should  be  a  possibility  of  this 
scheme  being  proceeded  with  shortly. 

A  scheme  for  sewage  disposal  for  the  Parishes  of  Horning  and  Hoveton  is  now  in  preparation  by 
the  Council’s  engineers,  and  sites  suggested  by  the  engineers  have  been  inspected  and  reported  on. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

Infestation  Order,  S.R.  &  O.,  No.  680,  1943. 

The  whole  of  the  rural  area  has  been  dealt  with,  and  the  trained  operative  is  now  engaged 
attending  to  secondary  infestations  and  isolated  complaints.  A  charge  is  still  made  on  the 
occupier  of  the  property  for  this  service,  but  where  necessary  this  charge  is  waived  and 
disinfestation  is  carried  out  free.
